15 10. (currently amended) A method of operation of ct-computer software element i n 
computer system having a keyboard wilfa a CAPS LOCK key» a mouse, a display 
screen^ and a text insertion cursor displavable on said display screen, and having a 
display screen, comprising the steps of: 

(a) entering into CAPS LOCK mode when said CAPS LOCK key is activated, said 
20 CAPS LOCK mode causing alphabetic charact^ associated with typed 

alphabetic character keys to be presented on-screen in capital letters; 

(b) presenting an on-screen text insertion cursor of one design when said conyuter 
system i s not in said CAPS LOCK mode, said text insertion cursor indicating the 
position where the next typed diaracter will be presented; and 
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(c) presenting said on-screen text insertion cursor of another design when said 

computer system is i n said CAPS LOCK mode. 
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
